If statistics on 
the subject were ‘available, however, it is almost 
cartain that the: Bhanghui-born ond reared 
Chinesa would be found to constitute 4 very 
anoderate, proportion of 'the wrongdders who 
come under the notice of the authorities, which, 
to our mind constiiuies a clear proof thet the 
Shanghai Chinese’ are perfcotly satistied, con- 
tent and prosperous under foreign Municipal 
fovernment, and would be sory to’ eo the 
doctrine of “China for the Chinese”. given 
effect to in a way that would resnlt in the 
substitution of native for foroign control in the 
affairs of ‘those Settlements.
